Poetry event benefits artists,

t’s a rhyme scheme to get poets 

out of the closet. “This is a com- 
fortable way for people to come out 
of the closet if they're a closet. poet,” 
said Marilyn Hooper, co-ordinator of 
Edmonton's annual 12 Days of 
Poetry event. 

The series of readings is put on 
by the Stroll of Poets Society. So 
far, Hooper says, this year’s edi- 
tion has been a hit, with sell-out 
crowds every night. 

“There are a lot of people who 
think they are the only ones who 
write poems... and (12 Days) 
gives them the opportunity, plat- 
form and avenue to stand up and 
read their work.” 

If you attend, expect to hear 
four poets a night, each reciting 
10-15 minutes of original work. 
Many venues around town are 
playing host, including Grounds 
for Coffee, which served a record 
crowd of 88 on the Sixth Day of 
Poetry. 

“That's quite a phenomenal 
turnout for a poetry reading on a 
weekend,” said Michael Walters, a 
local writer and poet who hosted 
days six and seven. 
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Walters says his reasons for 
becoming involved in 12 Days are 
simple. “I suppose I just like poet- 
ry ... to put myself in a room with 
20 other people who read it and 
like it.” 

Some participants write for 
their own pleasure, while others 
are published authors, like local 
favorites Alice Major and Shirley 
Serviss. 

But poets and fans aren't the 
only ones who benefit. Being a 
host venue brings in a nice crowd 
and more business than usual, 
says Tracy Bishop, owner/opera- 
tor of The Commissary. 

This year, the venue hosted the 
Second Day of Poetry and Bishop 
says she has supported the poetry 
readings since their inception six 
years ago. 

“People really enjoy (The Com- 
missary) as a space; it’s comfort- 
able for them and I like the peo- 
ple,” she said.

Trafficking 
calm in the 
streets

s an Edmonton city councillor a few years 

back, I was shocked by what people per- 
ceived as their biggest policing concern — 
speeding and reckless driving. 

How about this for a New Year's revolu- 
tion (sic): take back the streets! 

For thousands of years, streets served 
many functions, only one of which was trans- 
portation. People met friends and neighbors, 
they played, they strolled. Only in the last 
few decades have streets been turned over to 
loud and dangerous trucks and cars (the No. 
1 killer of kids in our cities). 

But attitudes are changing. Strong citizens’ 
movements in Europe, particularly in the 
Netherlands, Germany and Denmark, are 
pushing for traffic-calming measures to 
make street space safe for kids, cyclists and 
others. Whole neighborhoods are being 
transformed. 

How do you calm traffic? Talk with your 
neighbors. Like a group of elementary school 
kids, who once informed me of close calls 
they had had with speeding cars near their 
school. I suggested they prepare a report and 
a map, highlighting the problems and sug- 
gesting solutions. 

The kids knew what the problems were 
and they intuitively knew the solutions. At a 
follow-up meeting, the students suggested 
specific locations where traffic signals and 
other improvements were needed. 

These kids were so enthusiastic, they even 
offered to hold a bake sale to pay for the 
changes. The offer seemed to melt the hearts 
of city staff; they agreed to undertake the 
required improvements at city expense. 

This is not an isolated case. In a growing 
number of western cities, parents are push- 
ing for “safe routes to school,” where streets 
leading to schools are traffic-calmed. (More 
traffic-calming info can be found at: 
http://www.sustrans.org.uk/ and from the 
Conservation Law Foundation’s booklet 
Take Back Your Streets: How to protect com- 
munities from asphalt and traffic. Tel. 617- 
350-0990.) 

Recently, I've been meeting with a group 
of Montreal citizens who are keen to take 
back their street. They figure there’s plenty 
of room for more trees, for kids, maybe even 
for urban gardens. I’m pushing for a winter 
festival with a snowoman-building contest 
and the street could be flooded for skating. 

Traffic calming aims to slow the flow, rec- 
ognizing the principle that a wide road is an 
invitation to drive fast. The roads could be 
narrowed and barriers could be constructed

Calgary family pays half million for Whyte Ave. fixture

t isn't a miracle on 34th Street but 

it is what some have called a new 
lease on life for Whyte Avenue’s 
beleaguered Princess Theatre. 

The sale of the Old Strathcona 
fixture was recently confirmed by 
its previous owner. After struggl- 
ing for the past few years to bring 
the historical landmark out of the 
red, the Old Strathcona Founda- 
tion threw in the towel, selling 
Edmonton's oldest theatre to a 
Calgary family for $500,000. 

Francis Roche, president of the 
foundation, says the decision was 
difficult, but necessary. 

“We looked at (the foundation’s) 
mandate and the Princess simply 
didn’t fall into it,” Roche said. 

He added the non-profit theatre 
had been losing money steadily

over the past two to three years 
and the foundation could no 
longer subsidize its operation. 
According to the terms of the 
deal, the Calgary-based Brar fami- 
ly must maintain the site as a his- 
torical landmark and a working 


theatre, and also honor any mem- 
berships. 

But Roche also acknowledges 
his foundation’s relationship with 
the new owners has been com- 
pletely terminated, as is any for- 
mal opportunity for input into 
decision-making. 


Former venue for offbeat 


In the past, the Princess has not 
only had a royal reputation for rea- 
sonably priced popcorn and comfy 
seats, but also for showcasing 
international and smaller indepen- 
dent flicks, says Leon Lubin, the 
executive director of AMPIA 
(Alberta Moving Pictures Industry 
Association). 

Lubin holds a Princess member- 
ship and says although most of 
Alberta’s home-grown film work is 
actually done for the small screen, 


he hopes the old format will be 
maintained. 

“I really enjoy going there and 
seeing movies you otherwise prob- 
ably wouldn’t have the opportunity 
to see, you know those offbeat 
type of films,” he said. 

Lubin’s hopes have been echoed 
by some Foundation board mem- 
bers. While there are no formal 
guarantees from the Brars, Roche 
points out the Plaza Theatre in 
Calgary, owned by the same fami- 
ly, has been very successful while 
scheduling first-run art films like 
the recent Australian product, 
Shine. 

Not all board members are so 
happy, however. One recent news- 
paper report quoted one board 
member who felt the decision to 
sell was too hasty. 

Originally the sale was announc- 


ed on Dec. 20, stating a price of 
$450,000. Due to a clause in the 
sale contract, a last-minute effort 
to keep ownership of the theatre 
in Edmonton by the proprietors of 
the recently refurbished Garneau 
Theatre was launched. Magic 
Lantern Theatre raised the asking 
price to half a million bucks for 
the Princess, leaving the Brars to 
meet the new number or step out 
of the sale. 

The family decided to match 
Magic Lantern’s offer over the hol- 
idays and on Jan. 2, the sale was 
confirmed. 

Princess staff — about three 
full-time and 11 part-time — was 
laid off Dec. 20 and the theatre 
shut down during the holidays. 
Friday, Jan. 3, it reopened, screen- 
ing mainstream release Marvin’s 
Room. e 





Bring on the literary lawsuit, laughs author

alph Klein has been targeted for 

death by Nazi infiltrators. But 
the secret agents are reluctant to do 
their duty. Alberta, under Klein’s 
leadership, is too much like their 
beloved fascist homeland. A great 
thriller? Or a potential libel suit? 
Either way, Edmonton author 
Wayne Arthurson is keen to draw 
as much attention as possible to 
his first published novella Obit. 

“Let’s face it, there is a fascist 
quality to this government and 
while I don’t believe the book is 
libelous, a lawsuit would just 
mean more publicity for me.” 

This is not stroppy talk from 
your average disgruntled Albertan. 
Arthurson is dead serious about 
his slim volume and the satirical 
bent it takes — so serious, in fact, 
the 34-year-old former journalist 
formed a company to publish the 
work himself. “I prefer to consider 
this an independent publishing 
venture, rather than something 
self-published,” he said. “Vanity 
press has bad connotations.” 

Arthurson, a part-time musician 
in local punk band Smak, likens 








his operation to the recent on- 
slaught of independent record 
labels producing CDs. “This book 
was mine to publish,” he said, with 
some relish. “I wasn’t willing to sit 
around, wait for a Toronto pub- 
lisher to recognize my work in one 
of the literary magazines and then 
deem me acceptable to publish.” 
Obit, a satirical look at the Klein 
revolution, was first conceived in a

Banks was guest con- 
ductor and pianist. It was the first 
time I had seen him perform and it 
was inspiring.

hen looking to create some-

Finding players wasn’t so easy. 
They worked through a handful of 
drummers and bassists before 
finding the right combination. 
Gabe Tracey now drums, and Chad 
Reid plays bass. 

“Drummers are a really hard 
thing to find. We tried out every- 
body, even Paul Brennan, who’s 
with Big Sugar now. We tried out a 
couple of guys from New York, a 
whole bunch of Vancouver people 
and never really found anybody, 
until we played an after-hours club 
and met Gabe,” Reschny recalled: 

On the subject of Reid’s bassist 
cousin Chad, Reschny responded, 
“He’s got a great talent, he’s got a 
great ear and he’s got a great nat- 
ural feel. Being only 18-years-old is 
great too; when we're doing gigs 
with the kids, he’s in touch.”

rapport with student performers 
and audience alike was obvious 
and he seemed as happy and 
relaxed as if he were chatting with 
an old acquaintance over dinner. 
And whether or not you believe in 
auras, a warm yellow glow seemed 
to shimmer around him. 

I spoke with Banks in his office 
last week. It was late in the day; 
dusk came early, as it does these 
days. As the light outside changed 
from grey to ultramarine, I noticed 
a warm glow seemingly emanating 
from the walls. The desk lamp illu- 
minated the yellow paint, it’s true, 
but I think there was something 
else in the room. 

Banks has, by his own admis- 
sion, done about three lifetimes 
worth of living — and he’s by no 
means finished! Though he’s 
reached a point where he can pret- 
ty much pick what he wants to do, 
the issue is choosing what not to 
do. “I can do what I want, but I 
want to do everything!” 


He has changed careers numer- 
ous times as each aspect of his 
music evolved into the next. He 
started out as a nightclub musician 
and club owner and then televi- 
sion came along. He’s managed a 
chosen few artists, but one thing 
seems to have been a common 
Genominator: a pair of frank eyes 
that choose to see opportunities 
and possibilities. 

As for the naysayers who sug- 
gest one must be insane to be part 
of the music industry, Mr. Banks 
has some sound advice. “I have 
never met anyone who did not 
succeed in the music business as 
long as they possessed talent, had 
the desire to succeed, applied 
themselves and had respect.” 

There you have it — the Thomas 
Benjamin Banks Recipe for Suc- 
cess. Cook yourself up a batch 
and, while you're at it, why not

his could have been a movie 

about Medgar Evers, the assassi- 
nated civil rights leader of Jackson, 
Mississippi. It could have been a 
movie about Myrlie Evers, his 
widow, who fought tooth and nail for 
almost 30 years to bring her hus- 
band’s murderer to justice. It could 
even have been about white supre- 
macist Byron De La Beckwith, 
Medgar’s cold-blooded killer. 

But it isn’t; it’s about Bobby 
DeLaughter, the assistant district 
attorney who successfully prose- 
cuted De La Beckwith. 

It may not have been the way 
you would tell the story. It may not 
have even been the way I would 
tell the story. It is, however, the 
direction writer Lewis Colick 
decided to take. And it’s a great 


inside racism 


is De La Beckwith. Woods does a 
phenomenal job in a personifica- 
tion of pure prejudice. 

He never shows any remorse, 
even 30 years later, when attitudes 
have at least changed a little on the 
outside. He's as full of arrogance 
and hatred as he was the day he 
ended a life with a shot in the 
back. 

If you've followed Evers’ story, 
you know what happens at the 
trial. That knowledge takes noth- 
ing away, however, from the edge- 
of-your-seat tension pervading this 
movie. 

About three-quarters of the way 
through, DeLaughter walks into a 
courthouse bathroom. On the door 
is a sign, still obvious even though 
it’s painted over. “White Men.” No 
better a metaphor could sum up 
the message of this movie or the 
present state of racism in the 
whole of North America. 

Ghosts of Mississippi is a 
worthwhile experience. e

Fear of failure: This is often why we feel 
envious of what others accomplish. We’re 
terrified we would never be able to achieve 
the same. 

This one drives me nuts. What's really 
gonna happen if you fail? Lightning bolts? 
The plague? Condemned to a life of Mr. 
Dressup reruns? I mean, really! I discussed 
this fear of failure thing with my father 
once, because it seemed so many of my 
friends blamed their immobility on it. 

“Who are you living your life for — your- 
self or other people?” he asked. “If you con- 


time you felt real joy in your life? In fact, do 
you even know what makes you really 
happy? Not just happy like “I got the last 
free dryer in the laundromat” happy, but 
happy like when you were a kid and had a 
whole summer stretched out before you 
with nothing to do.
